The K-State Wildcats ap- 
peared to have their in- state 
rival Kansas down on the mat 
ready to tap out with two min- 
utes left in regulation. The Jay- 
hawks did the opposite. Fresh- 
man forward Andrew Wiggins 
laid in an easy put back with 
seven seconds left, sending the 
game to overtime. K-State fin- 
ished off the Jayhawks with a 
TKO in OT, winning 85-82. 

"I told them to look at me 
and I said 'You've worked too 
hard to not grab this game,'" 
head coach Bruce Weber said 
about his message to the team 
entering overtime. 

Monday night in Bram- 
lage Coliseum, there was no 
shortage of dramatics. Both 
teams battled back and forth 
throughout the game. There 
were 20 lead changes through 
the course of the game. 

In most meetings with Kan- 
sas, it is the Jayhawks who start 
hot out of the gate. On Mon- 
day night, the Wildcats took 
the game to the No. 7 ranked 
team in the country. Senior 
guard Will Spradling drilled 
a 3 -pointer to give K-State a 
13-6 lead with 13:13 left in the 
first half. Kansas battled back 
and even had the chance to en- 
ter the halfway break with the 
lead. Sophomore forward D.J. 
Johnson sent Kansas' freshman 
guard Brannen Greene back at 
him with a big block. At the 



midway point, both teams were 
deadlocked at 29-29. 

"I thought the second half, 
they (K-State) were the more 
aggressive team," Kansas head 
coach Bill Self said. "That's 
easy to do when you have a 
great crowd and you have some 
momentum." 

Near the midway point 
in the second half, the Wild- 
cats seemed to be dictating the 
game. K-State held an eight- 
point lead with a raucous Bram- 
lage Coliseum behind them. 
However, it was how they fin- 
ished the second half that will 
be remembered. 

The Jayhawks got to the 
rim at will in the final two min- 
utes of regulation, sending the 
heated battle into overtime. 

Freshman guard Marcus 
Foster, who was just named Big 
12 Newcomer of the Week, el- 
evated his game in extra time. 
The freshman found Spradling 
in the corner for a 3 -pointer. On 
the following possession, Fos- 
ter added three more of his own 
as he converted the and-one 
after a tough lay-in. The next 
time down the court, Foster 
converted again, giving K-State 
a 3-point lead. 

"We just played catch up in 
overtime," Self said. "We did 
not play very well in overtime." 

Foster, who scored 34 
points on Saturday, finished 
with 20 points against Kansas. 

"It was fun," Foster said 
about the game. "It was a lot 
of fun throughout the whole 
game." 

With Foster, and seniors 



Omari Lawrence and Shane 
Southwell being forced to the 
bench with injuries throughout 
the contest, K-State needed 
their bench to step up. They 
did. Weber's bench scored a 
combined 30 points. Johnson 
finished with a Big 12 career 
high nine points, adding two 
blocks and four rebounds. 

Spradling continued his 
hot play on Monday. The senior 
finished with 15 points. Over 
the past two games, Spradling 
is a combined six of eight from 
outside. 

With the win on Monday, 
K-State defeated the Jayhawks 
for the first time since February 
of 2011. 

The Wildcats (17-7, 7-4) 
will now go on the road to take 
on Baylor. Despite being unde- 
feated at home in Big 12 play 
this season, the Wildcats are 
just 1-4 on the road in confer- 
ence play. K-State got a big win 
Monday but Weber was quick 
to point out that the season 
doesn't end here. 

"This is not the end of this 
season," Weber said. "This has 
to be a stepping stone."

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Singer, activist Harry Belafonte

About 800 students, Man- 
hattan residents and out-of- 
town guests packed McCain 
Auditorium Monday after- 
noon to see renowned sing- 
er, songwriter, actor and so- 
cial activist Harry Belafonte 
speak. 

The Black Student Union cel- 
ebrates Black History Month 
each year by hosting events, 
as well as bringing in a key- 
note speaker. This year, the 
BSU was able to secure the 
world-famous Belafonte. 
"Mr. Harry Belafonte is by 
far the biggest name that 
the Black Student Union has 
been able to bring to cam- 
pus," said Marcus Bragg, 
president of the BSU and se- 
nior in management informa- 
tion systems. 

Belafonte was a vocal and 
acting supporter of the civil 
rights movement, and one of 
Martin Luther King Jr.'s con- 
fidants and family friends. He 
is also known as an advocate 
for humanitarian causes. 
The afternoon started out 
with welcome messages and 
addresses from leaders of the 
BSU and student body pres- 
ident, Eli Schooley. School- 



ey noted that Martin Luther 
King Jr. spoke at K-State in 
1968, connecting Mr. Be- 
lafonte to the university 
through his friendship with 
King. 

"On a personal note, I find 
Mr. Belafonte to be truly an 
inspiration," Schooley said. 
The audience rose to its feet, 
applauding, as Belafonte 
walked to the podium to be- 
gin his lecture. 
"I would hope to be such a 
powerful figure as Belafonte 
is," James Berck III, fresh- 
man in computer science, 
said. 

Belafonte started his address 
with a humorous story about 
being unrecognized in a Mad- 
agascar record store, eliciting 
laughs from the crowd. 
He then shifted to the darker 
subject: reckless imprison- 
ment in the United States. 
He told the audience about a 
5-year-old girl who had been 
manhandled by three police- 
man, thrown across a vehicle 
and handcuffed. 
The girl had been arrested 
and was charged with "being 
unruly." Belafonte expressed 
that too often, children under 
the age of 10 being put into 
the system, and noted the fact 
that America has the largest 
prison system population, a 
majority of which are people 
of color. 



Belafonte also spoke on his 
relationship with King, rem- 
iniscing about the last time 
he saw him in Tennessee. He 
remembered that King was 
worried because he had spo- 
ken to some younger boys 
who were talking about burn- 
ing the city down. He tried to 
talk the boys out of their acts, 
but was unsuccessful and felt 
very responsible for it. 
Belafonte concluded the eve- 
ning with his thoughts on 
African American culture. 
He noted how self-destruc- 
tive the culture has become, 
and how the younger genera- 
tion should strive to maintain 
the victories that came from 
struggles that his generation 
went through and fought for. 
At the end of his speech, Be- 
lafonte was presented with 
the BSU's Stacy Hall Hu- 
manitarian Award. The award 
had the symbol Sankofa, a 
symbol of a bird reaching for 
an egg on its back. The mean- 
ing of the symbol, "It is nev- 
er wrong to go back for that 
which you have forgotten," 
has significance in the Afri- 
can American community. 
"This gave great insight on 
what race is and how we can 
do better on accepting each 
other for how we are," Blake 
Correll, freshman in open op- 
tion, said.

Registration is now open for Manhattan's first 
ever Diva Dash 5K, a women's charity race that 
benefits Girls On The Run Of The Flint Hills. 
The race is scheduled to take place on March 1 , 
in Manhattan. 

The race is coordinated by KC Running Com- 
pany, a walking and running event management 
company based in Kansas City. Brad Zeigler, an 
event director for KC Running Company, said 
Diva Dash is one of 80 to 100 races they help coor- 
dinate each year across the Midwest. 

The Diva Dash started in 2011 in Kansas City. 
Currently there are Diva Dash races in seven dif- 
ferent cities across the central United States. Par- 
ticipants sometimes wear tutus over their clothes 
for fun. 

Zeigler said this is the first year the company has 
set up Diva Dash in Manhattan, and so far they are 
thrilled with the results. 

"We've been really excited about how Diva 
Dash has been received in Manhattan," Zeigler 
said. "We're almost a month out and we've got al- 
most 700 participants already." 

Girls On The Run is a new program in Man- 
hattan that uses running to empower third to sixth 
grade girls and seeks to give them a tangible sense 
of accomplishment, said Chloe Riffel, executive 
director of Girls On The Run Of The Flint Hills. 
This is the first year for the Girls On The Run pro- 
gram in Manhattan, which has 213 other councils 
across North America. 

Students enroll and then meet up at one of the 
sites in Manhattan, which include Arnold, Marlatt 
and Wilson elementary schools, Riffel said. They 
then do a warm up, have snacks and begin with 



a lesson. 

"The first part of our curriculum focuses on 
individual factors... like self-esteem and confidence 
and your personal ability to reach your potential," 
Riffel said. "And then we move into more team- 
work and how we can help each other to be the best 
unit we can be and we do everything as a team. 
And then finally we move into how we fit in the 
community and how we can, as third to sixth grade 
girls, impact our community." 

According to the Diva Dash 5K, the event also 
includes a "Little Princess Run" in which girls 
eight years old and under run distances between 
50 and 200 yards. Participants in this race each re- 
ceive a shirt, a tiara, and a finisher's medal. 

Caleb Teague, race director for the Manhat- 
tan Diva Dash 5K, said the running company does 
races with the help of charity partners, who benefit 
from the event financially while providing volun- 
teers and fundraising support to help the running 
company conduct the event. This year they are 
partnering with Girls On The Run, which Teague 
said the company is excited about. 

"We go out of our way to link up with a chari- 
ty partner and beneficiary to help raise money and 
help raise awareness for a non-profit," Teague said. 
"And Girls On The Run is probably the best one to 
link up with." 

Riffel said there are two seasons for the pro- 
gram, in the spring and winter. All coaches are vol- 
unteers, usually from K-State or the surrounding 
community. 

"It's an opportunity just to celebrate women and 
girls, and it's just an opportunity for people just to 
get active for both themselves and with their kids," 
Riffel said. "For us, it's a great partnership." 

Participants can register either individually or 
in teams at divadash5K.com/Manhattan. Prices 
vary depending on when participants register and 
whether they do so individually or in groups. 



Sexual battery reported in Natatorium

An incident of sexual battery was reported on 
campus last week, prompting K-State Police to in- 
crease patrols in the area and urge students to be 
cautious.

Those 
who wish to remain anonymous can submit in- 
formation on the the Silent Witness webpage at 
k- state .edu/ police/ silent/ . 

Stubbings said when a violent crime is reported, 
the campus police patrol the area, but it is import- 
ant for students to practice safe habits. Whenever 
possible, it is best to walk in groups. Tell people 
where you are going and when you expect to return 
so that they will know if you are missing, he said. 

Wildcat Walk is available for students. The 
program provides an escort to ensure students can 
walk without fear around campus, to or from their 
car in a destinations up to two blocks off campus. 
The service is available 24 hours a day for students 
by calling 785-395-SAFE (785-395-7233), or by 
pressing one of the blue light emergency buttons 
found on campus.

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Maybe Sochi wasn't right place for Olympics; is Kansas City plausible option?

Recently, I've read 
countless websites detailing 
the horror known as the Winter 
Olympics unfolding in Sochi, 
Russia. Through tweets, photos 
and other eyewitness accounts, 
athletes, journalists and others 
have found hotels to be lacking 
fixtures, hot water, internet 
connection, flooring or all of 
the above. 

The list of shortcomings 
doesn't end there. The streets 
were still being paved three 
days before the games began; 
walkways were missing, man- 
holes were left exposed, and 
thousands of stray dogs were 
roaming the city - some strays 
were even found in the incom- 
plete hotel rooms that visitors 
were meant to be staying in. 

To me, all of this was 
summarized in a six-minute 
rant by sportscaster Keith 
Olbermann on his late-night 
talk show. "Athletes, reporters, 
fans and others arriving at 



what is supposed to be a resort 
on the Black Sea, only to find 
themselves in a black hole into 
which are sucked their expec- 
tations, hopes, privacy, dignity 
and nausea," he said. 

All along, I couldn't help 
but think that with the games 
barely off the ground, they 
were already a crash- and-burn 
disaster with a $5 1 billion 
dollar price tag. 

Amidst this, a friend of 
mine tweeted, "Sochi just 
sounds like Hell. What a joke." 
To this, I tweeted back, "We 
could do a better job than this. 
#KansasCity2024." 

Yes, Kansas City. 

Since Kansas City has no 
mountains, a Winter Olympics 
would be out of the question, 
making the summer games the 
best option. Even better, 2024 
is a Summer Olympics year. 
The International Olympic 
Committee will accept bids in 
2015, before announcing their 
selection in 2017. 

Now, Kansas City would 
be the second- smallest city to 
ever host the Olympics (Hel- 
sinki, 1952 holds the honor). It 



also has around 13,000 fewer 
hotel rooms than the IOC 
requires. Still, it doesn't hurt to 
ask, "What if?" 

In July 2013, the weekly 
Kansas City entertainment 
magazine "The Pitch" asked 
the same question after the 
mayor of Tulsa, Okla. had 
mentioned making an Olympic 
bid. The article more or less 
ridiculed the idea, stating that 
the Olympic Stadium could 
be built where Kemper Arena 
currently sits dormant, and be a 
"newer, shinier, more impres- 
sive sports complex to ignore." 
Regardless, allow my Kansas 
Citians and I to dream. 

Imagine this: Arrowhead 
Stadium has been renovated 
to allow for a track to be in- 
stalled. Seventy-thousand fans 
fill the Sea of Red for track 
and field, and the soccer final. 
Nineteen-thousand people 
crowd the downtown Sprint 
Center for basketball finals, 
gymnastics and volleyball 
competitions, while thousands 
more fill a renovated Kemper 
Arena for swimming. Equestri- 
an events are held next door at 



the American Royal. Historic 
Municipal Auditorium and the 
state-of-the-art Independence 
Events Center would be excel- 
lent hosts for boxing, badmin- 
ton, fencing and wrestling. 
Rowing could be held on the 
Missouri River, with the finish- 
ing line near where the Kansas 
River meets the "Mighty Mo." 

Moving away from Kan- 
sas City, Mo., preliminary soc- 
cer rounds could be played at 
Sporting Park in Kansas City, 
Kan., which expands to hold 
approximately 26,000 seats. 
Nicklaus Golf Club, located 
in Overland Park, has hosted 
professional golf events since 
2011 , and could accommodate 
golf, which will debut in the 
Summer Olympics in 2016. 
Community America Ballpark, 
a minor-league baseball stadi- 
um in Kansas City, Kan., could 
host field hockey, or be slightly 
renovated to accommodate 
beach volleyball. 

Also, the University of 
Kansas is located 45 min- 
utes west of Kansas City, 
so facilities there are also a 
possibility. Memorial Stadium, 



which seats 50,000, is a viable 
option for quarterfinal and 
semifinal soccer games. Allen 
Fieldhouse is also an attractive 
option for early-round basket- 
ball games. 

That doesn't even factor 
in if baseball and softball are 
restored in the Olympics. Early 
rounds for baseball could be 
held in Omaha, Neb., where 
25,000-seat TD Ameritrade 
Park — the host of the College 
World Series — is a very 
attractive pick. The brand- 
new Werner Park, home of 
the Triple-A Omaha Storm 
Chasers, would be available 
too. The final would be held 
in Kauffman Stadium which, 
despite being over 50 years old 
by 2024, will still be a crown 
jewel of ballparks. 

With all of these facili- 
ties, only a few venues would 
need to be built from scratch. 
Namely, a world-class tennis 
center would be necessary, 
as well as a softball facility 
(if reinstated). An Olympic 
village to house athletes would 
need to be built, as well as the 
afore-mentioned 13,000 hotel 



rooms. Massive improve- 
ments in infrastructure and 
public transportation would be 
essential. 

But cities don't hold the 
Olympic games without wide- 
spread renovations, which cost 
money but have the potential 
to bring in revenue. In 1984, 
Los Angeles successfully 
hosted the Summer Olympics 
and turned a profit of nearly a 
quarter-billion dollars, mainly 
by using pre-existing venues. 
With all of these viable venues 
located in and around Kansas 
City, that same is not as far- 
fetched as it may seem at first. 

Of course, this is just my 
chance to dream of bringing 
the world's greatest athletic 
spectacle to my home city. 
Still, Kansas City has over a 
year to get a bid together and 
ten years to carry through with 
it. I mean, what if?
